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Q.. of the functions of the 


National Office of the American As- 
sociation of Candy Technologists 
since its inception has been the dis- 
tribution of “papers” to its member- 
ship. A great majority of these 
papers have been reprints from the 
technical publications such as this 
one, published and distributed in 
this country. 

This appears to us to constitute 
a source of questionable value to 
members. It is hard to conceive of 
a bonafide candy technologist who 
does not regularly and carefully 
peruse the literature of his indus- 
try. The usual result of the mail- 
ings from the Association, therefore, 
is to provide him with material he 
has already seen, usually several 
weeks or months before. 

This attempt to distribute liter- 
ature of interest to the membership 
is an excellent aim of the A.A.C.T. 
However, this aim could be im- 
plemented far more effectively and 
usefully in a different direction. 
There are technical articles of great 
value available to this industry, but 
which, for very good reason, never 
appear in our industry publications. 

The technical magazines of 
other countries are one excellent 
source of literature. Some excellent 
original material is published in 
these magazines, and a few labora- 
tories in this country receive them. 
The big drawback, however, is the 
requirement for translation that ex- 
ists in most of these cases. It is 
the cost of a good translation that 
limits the use of this material by 
the trade magazines of this coun- 
try. With the present financial 
standing of the national organiza- 
tion, however, this factor is of mi- 
nor importance. We would suggest, 
then, that this is an area in which 
the A.A.C.T. could provide a real 
service for its membership by pub- 
lishing for its members translations 
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of outstanding articles appearing in 
foreign technical journals. 

There is another limiting factor 
which keeps some good material 
out of American trade publications. 
That is the length and highly tech- 
nical nature of some available ma- 
terial. This type of material, also, 
could be published by the A.A.C.T. 
for its membership. 

There is another area under the 
general classification of literature 
where the A.A.C.T. might give its 
membership a service of very great 
value. This would involve commis- 
sioning certain types of literature 
research and cataloging. While the 
literature of candy manufacturing 
is comparatively sparse and scat- 
tered, there have been in the last 
30 years some excellent published 
works on various aspects of candy 
technology and manufacturing. It 
is doubtful that as many as half 
a dozen candy manufacturers have 
a reasonably good file of reference 
material, and there is probably 
none that has anything approaching 
a complete catalog of candy liter- 
ature. 

A literature sub-committee of the 
Research Committee of the Penn- 
sylvania Manufacturing Confection- 
ers Association has been actively at 
work for over a year on the subject 
of finding an acceptable classifica- 
tion system for the literature of this 
industry. That program has pro- 
gressed to the point where a ten- 
tative classification system has been 
approved and is being put into use 
to test its effectiveness. It would 
seem very appropriate that the 
A.A.C.T. join in this effort, and if 
necessary provide funds, as the re- 
sult of this work will certainly 
benefit every member of the 
A.A.C.T. as well as anyone who 
for any reason cares to inspect the 
literature of candy technology.

Sor 
ghum syrup is preferred to all 
other kinds of syrup. I have won# 
dered for many years why thig 
syrup was not used more exten# 
sively in candies. It has a flavor 
that is just as characteristic ag 
honey and is entirely different from) 
any other syrup. It is probably the 
highest natural syrup in nutrients, 
Anyone who has learned to like 
sorghum syrup in his childhood} 
never forgets nor fails to appreci-” 
ate its high quality. 

Possibly the biggest reason for” 
its limited use in candies is the fact) 
that it loses some of the delicate] 
flavors if stored in a warm place) 
for several months. This could) 
easily be overcome by holding ity 
under refrigeration. 

Another reason for limiting its” 
use is the lack of uniformity. It is” 
well known that the flavor varies! 
with the variety of sorghum used, 
the type of soil, kind of fertilizer,4 
rain fall, and other climatic condi-§ 
tions. If one were to attempt toy 
use a large quantity of sorghumj 
syrup, it would be necessary to 
blend the various lots, then store 
it in a cool place to prevent 
changes in flavor. Sorghum syrup 
is produced over a wide area of 
small patches of cane, which adds 
to the difficulties of both obtaining 
a sufficient quantity and controlling 
the quality. 

I personally would like to see 
one or more candy manufacturers, 
follow the suggestions of Mr. 
Childs and put out from one to 
several candies from sorghum 


syrup.

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Convention Comment 





on the National Confectioners Association’s 


73rd Annual Convention, Boston, Mass.

a. attendance at the Convention was generally 
conceded to be quite good. This surprisingly large 
attendance for a convention in the far corner of these 
United States was probably due both to the excellent 
advance publicity generated by an enthusiastic group 
of New England manufacturers, and to the most im- 
portant item on the Convention agenda, the confec- 
tionery industry's promotion program. The attendance 
from the Middle West and the West Coast, while 
expectedly less than at a Chicago convention, ap- 
peared comparable with any recent convention in 
New York. The manufacturers of the South attended 
in greater numbers than at any recent convention. 
The New England manufacturers of course attended 
full strength, and cooperated with the Exposition by 
sending large groups of their production personnel 
through the show. 


a. imbalance that has prevailed for many years 
between the time devoted to production and tech-

nology, and that devoted to marketing and promo- 
tion, was again in evidence. With the exception of a 
single convention session, the last one scheduled deal- 
ing with the confectionery industry's promotion com- 
mittee, there was not a single activity anywhere on 
the program dealing specifically with candy marketing 
or merchandising. On the other hand, production oc- 
cupied the entire morning on Monday, most of 
Wednesday morning, all of Wednesday evening, and 
was touched upon at other convention sessions. 
For an industry that admittedly has serious market- 
ing and distribution problems, this avoidance of the 
subject at the Annual Convention is hard to explain. 
One possible explanation is the traditional disposition 
of leaders in this industry to discuss “controversial” 
problems in private conferences rather than on the 
convention floor. While this is a thoroughly acceptable 
way of discussing problems, reading conclusions and 
planning action, it is an equally excellent way of 
avoiding the subject entirely. Since the latter results 
are far more in evidence than the former, it might 
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be well for the program committee of the 1957 Con- 
vention to attempt to air the industry's really serious 
marketing and distribution problems on the conven- 
tion floor. 


Be this connection, it is perhaps significant that there 
was not a place in the program where an active mem- 
ber of N.C.A. spoke except as a committee member 
or chairman reporting on the activities of that com- 
mittee. In no instance did an active member of the 
N.C.A. speak out on a problem of critical importance 
to the N.C.A. membership. There was no panel dis- 
cussion of active members regarding any of the great 
multitude of problems dealing with such diverse sub- 
jects as the recruitment of highly qualified job 
applicants, the physical distribution and storage of 
goods to keep them in top quality condition, or the 
relationships between manufacturers and the various 
types of retail and wholesale distributors who carry 
our goods to the consumer. These and other critical 
problems of the industry that could be discussed in- 
telligently only by members of the industry were not 
touched on at the convention. This is one of the 
great weaknesses of the N.C.A., and this avoid- 
ance of delicate and potentially embarrassing prob- 
lems is almost certainly the unidentified reason that 
many industry problems have grown so serious in 
recent years. 


‘The joint A.A.C.T. and N.C.A. technical meeting 
on Monday morning was a definite success. Although 
some of the speakers exhibited a disposition to speak 
beyond their allotted time, they also proved to have 
the saving grace—that is, they had something to say 
and they knew how to say it. In every respect it was 
an excellent program well conceived and, with the 
exception of the excessive length, well produced. In 
this respect it was in sharp contrast with the tradi- 
tional Wednesday evening production forum. In this 
years session, the moderator had the good taste to 
frankly identify the “pre-arranged” questions as such, 
and did not try to pass off such questions as “what 
are the three types of corn syrup and how do they 
differ?” These pre-arranged questions and answers oc- 
cupied the great majority of the time allotted to this 
forum, with the few truly spontaneous questions that 
were provoked occupying but a few minutes alto- 
gether. It is hard to see where the value of this 
session justifies the time given to it. 

In order to keep this comment somewhat in bal- 
ance, we would like to offer a constructive suggestion 
for this period of the Convention. It would seem ap- 
propriate that this period be devoted to some aspect 
of the marketing and distribution of candy, and it 
would seem entirely feasible to devote this full two 
hours of time to just one specific area of candy dis- 
tribution, and to treat that subject in great detail. It 
would be a definite departure from tradition for this 
Association to spend a full two hours of convention 
time on a single rather narrow subject. However, there 
is certainly no lack of topics that are worthy of that 
much time.

SUGAR REPORT 


by Charles Fuchs 


On Friday, June 22nd, a quota increase of 125,000 tons was 
announced by Washington, bringing the total to 8,575,000 tons. 
This is the largest quota since the inception of the Sugar Act 
with the exception of the Korean emergency. Department 
officials pointed out that this action increased supplies of 
Offshore sugars available to refiners only slightly, whereas the 
previous law would have raised Offshore supplies by the full 
amount. The effect was to add 123,750 tons to the domestic 
beet and mainland cane shares, limiting Offshores to 1,250 
tons. This makes a total increase of 225,000 tons from the 
initial quota established for the current year. 

In making the announcement the Department pointed out 
that while final quotas in 1955 totaled 8,400,000 tons and 
distribution during that year approximated the same amount, 
it appeared that consumption in 1955 approximated 8,500,000 
tons. They arrived at this by stating that distribution through 
June 9th of this year was 183,000 tons in excess of that for 
the similar period last year, but when allowance is made for 
constructive deliveries which supplemented supplies in 1955, 
deliveries so far this year exceeded those for the correspond- 
ing period of 1955 by 114,000 tons. 

All other features of the sugar market seem to have again 
revolved around a stability which is even more pronounced 
now than it was last year, and reference is made to the Sugar 
Exchange and raw market particularly. The low for the year 
on raws has been 5.80 and the high 6.09. Only a few weeks 
ago prices were down to 5.90 and last week sold at 6.05. On 
the Exchange current quotations are within 4% dozen points of 
the year’s low, and as far as refined quotations are concerned 
the total fluctuation has been 10 points, from 8.65 to 8.75. 

Based on conditions as they presently exist, it would be 
fairly safe to assume that there will be no further change in 
the refined structure for the balance of the year, at least as 
far as Eastern quotations are concerned.

:. the words of Mr. R. V. Wadsworth of Cadbury 
Limited — “it is inevitable that our theories and prac- 
tices of today are built upon the methods of the past. 
It will be an advantage, therefore, to look back along 
the road that we have come in order that we may 
see whether there is anything that we can learn to 
help us to choose the way ahead.” 

Ten years ago, Mr. Hinkle presented the history and 


. problems of our industry. In the interim, we discussed 


major problems of bloom, tempering, and the flavor 
of chocolate, and now after ten years, we perhaps 
have learned that we know really very little about 
our great industry and we, of necessity, have become 
intensely interested in our chief raw material, the 
cocoa bean — especially since we have just passed 
through a crisis of disease and high prices. We may 
never again be confronted with these terrible maladies, 
but on the other hand, in solving these problems we 
conceivably can destroy the most interesting and vital 
aspect of our product — flavor. 

Since I am not a farmer, nor have ever seen a cocoa 
plantation, I was compelled to depend upon my good 
friend, Norm Kempf, and the available literature for 
information on this subject. 

The Report of the Cocoa Conference held in Lon-

don last September was very enlightening and helpful. 
Yet, after reading so many reports by the various re- 
search workers in different countries, I realize that 99% 
of the information would be of little interest to our 
group here. However, I have tried to report only that 
which I feel is necessary to give us all a better under- 
standing and background of those factors which are 
considered to have some bearing on this subject. 

If, in the preparation of this report, I have accomp- 
lished nothing else, then I shall have reaped a great 
benefit from the literature and other scientific reports 
which I otherwise would have considered to be use- 
less and boring. Strangely enough, I became intensely 
interested, even to the extent that I believe that every- 
one engaged in the Chocolate and Confectionery In- 
dustries should at least be informed of the research 
work which is being carried out, if for no other pur- 
pose than to broaden our knowledge of the materials 
from which we gain our livelihood. 

Perhaps the past ten years have been the most 
critical in the entire history of the cultivation of the 
cocoa bean. It is common knowledge that the main 
cause for an insufficient supply of cocoa beans was 
due to diseases, particularly the virus disease, “Swollen 
Shoot”, and that the only remedy found thus far has 
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been to cut out the diseased trees. Naturally, these 
trees had to be replaced and quite obviously the 
horticulturist’s first thought was to seek and propagate 
strains which might be more resistant to disease. But 
of equal or even greater importance was to develop 
high-yielding varieties. His approach to this problem 
and the results he has obtained in some areas has given 
us reason for concern and thus a basis for our discus- 
sion. The factors which are considered to have a very 
significant effect on the flavor of cocoa beans are soil, 
climate, their botany, and fermentation. 

Since increasing the production of cocoa is con- 
sidered the prime factor in stabilizing the price of the 
bean, the Cocoa Conference of 1955 devoted its whole 
program to the husbandry of cocoa. Mr. Joss, Secre- 
tary of the Cocoa, Chocolate and Confectionery Al- 
liance, in reporting on supply and demand, took a 
rather optimistic view. He said that he knows of no 
other important agricultural commodity for which the 
economic outlook is as promising as cocoa. It is his 
opinion that we may now well be at the turning point 
in our continued efforts to meet the demands for cocoa 
at a reasonable and stable price. Whereas, Mr. Charter, 
Director of Soil and Land-Use Survey, Gold Coast, 
feels that a great deal of prominence has been given 
to disease control, but not enough prominence has 
been given to the fundamental factors affecting pro- 
duction. He cites the example of the Gold Coast hav- 
ing at one time an annual production of 300,000 tons 
and since their more recent yield was only 230,000 
tons, the shortage was presumably due to disease. 
However, if the trees which produced the 230,000 
tons had been given more attention by using proper 
fertilizer, they would have compensated for the 70,000 
ton loss. 

But this example is only one of the numerous en- 
vironmental factors involved in the production of 
cocoa beans. At each of the cocoa research centers, 
specialists are studying extensively and in great de- 
tail the effects of the composition and types of soil, 
fertilization, temperature, humidity, shade, rainfall, 
and elevation in both the same and diverse areas. 
After reading all the réports on environmental con- 
ditions, we can only conclude that many of these fac- 
tors are interrelated and that which may be good 
practice in one area may produce little or no cocoa in 
another. For instance, it is claimed that the trees need 
a rather definite amount of shade, yet in some areas 
they thrive without any. Some areas seem to require 
more rainfall to maintain the proper humidity or, be- 
cause of the amount of shade, a warmer temperature 
is desirable. Then too, under certain climatic con- 
ditions, mineral deficiencies become more or less 
apparent. In some sections of some countries, new plan- 
tations must be started on virgin forest soil since an 
old plantation does not respond well to replanting. 
All this seems to be rather complicated, but the agron- 
omists feel that in due time the answers will be deter- 
mined on a scientific basis. At any rate we know that 
the tree must be healthy and vigorous. To be healthy, 
it must be properly nourished in an environment best 
suited to its nature. Cope and Jolly state that soil con- 
ditions are the most potent of all factors which in- 
fluence the yield. 

Since the flavor of the cocoa bean depends upon 
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both aromatic substances and bitter substances, such 
as tannins and glucosides, I am of the opinion that the 
rate and the extent to which these substances are de- 
veloped would be particularly influenced by the en- 
vironmental factors heretofore enumerated. In_ this 
connection, Dr. Fennah of the Imperial College of Ag- 
riculture is of the opinion that soil affects the amount 
of nitrogenous components in the beans and thus may 
have an effect on the flavor, but also adds, “we do 
not know.” He also says that climate affects the mois- 
ture of the trees and may affect the rate of change 
in the beans during fermentation. To this we might 
add the classical story of the study of the mint family 
in which it was found that the same kind of mint 
planted in various localities produced a mint flavor 
of various degrees of strength and quality. While none 
of the authorities will dispute the fact that environ- 
ment has an influence on the quality of the cocoa, I 
believe that we all are of the opinion that flavor char- 
acteristics are an inherent quality of the bean and are 
therefore a genetic function of the seed. 

Prior to 1825, only one kind of cocoa was grown in 
Venezuela. The quality of this bean has never been 
surpassed, but today only small quantities are availa- 
ble. About 1825, another kind was introduced into 
Western Venezuela from Trinidad, which was desira- 
ble because it was a hardier type and therefore pro- 
duced more beans. To distinguish between the two 
types, the older was called “Criollo”, meaning native, 
while the newer one was called “Forastero”, meaning 
foreign. The latter was also known as “Trinitario” 
since its origin was Trinidad and is probably a hybrid 
of the original Trinidad beans and of the Amazonian 
Forastero. The beans of Brazil and West Africa are of 
the Amazonian variety, but in Africa they are botan- 
ically known as Amelonado. Apparently, the variety 
grown in Ecuador, commonly known as the Arriba or 
King Bean also had its origin in the Amazon Basin. 
This variety is known at Cocoa Nacional. 

Unfortunately, none of these varieties are pure 
strains, and each as known today, is the result of 


. mutation and cross pollination. Many of these changes 


or developments have come about in a natural way, 
but recently due to the ravages of certain diseases, 
man has taken drastic measures to scientifically select 
and cultivate the type and variety which he deems 
most desirable for productivity, with some considera: 
tion given to disease resistance. As a result, some of 
us have become somewhat alarmed since these new 


varieties may yield undesirable flavors, or a particular 


flavor which we have always associated with certain 
types of beans may become extinct. For instance, the 
Trinitario varieties were introduced into Ecuador first 
from Venezuela and later from Trinidad. Fortunately. 
cross pollination has prevented the entire loss of Arriba 
flavor in the country’s output, but still the cocoa grows 


in areas which have only Trinitario Cocoa tastes more 


like unfermented Trinidad than Arriba. 

In the eastern portion of Venezuela there is in 
creased emphasis on growing Forastero types rathe 
than the native Criollo. This has caused a gradua 
flavor change in the Caracas bean which today is ve 


poor in most lots. Efforts to promote high-yielding 


varieties in Trinidad and Grenada have resulted in

Ac- 
sradualg cording to Van Hall, only from 5:30 in the morning 
is veryg until sunset of the same day is the flower capable of 
ielding§ becoming fertilized. Since there are 20 to 40 seeds 
Ited inf in a pod, it means that each flower must have at 
manu-§ least that number of ovules or egg cells and for each 
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of them to produce a seed, they must be fertilized by 
a grain of pollen in the manner described. Each bean 
could therefore have a different parent and thus a 
different flavor. 

Up to this point, we have given consideration to 
parental and reproductive factors which influence the 
characteristics of the fruit. To this we must add still 
another — the hereditary factor which is a genetical 
function of the germ cell. 

Probably no area in the entire field of biology has 
aroused more interest and, accordingly, been the object 
of greater speculation in times past than the field of 
heredity. As a matter of fact, it has been only in very 
recent years that the knowledge of heredity has been 
sufficient to remove it from the realm of speculation 
to the field of established fact. At the present time, the 
essential functional feature of the hereditary mechan- 
isms are pretty well understood, although many ob- 
scure facts are yet to be uncovered. 

It is a familiar fact that a child resembles his par- 
ents. Yet the only physical connection between parents 
and their children are two germ cells. The same applies 
to plant life, for hereditary traits which link one gen- 
eration to the next are due to the rod-shaped bodies 
within the nuclei called chromosomes. The number 
of chromosomes in each plant varies. For instance, in 
each cell of the pea plant there are fourteen. Each 
chromosome, it is estimated, contains thousands of 
minute bodies known as genes, and they are the ulti- 
mate units of heredity. These tiny sub-microscopic 
bodies are responsible for the color of our hair and 
eyes, or the tallness of the pea plant, or the color of 
a flower. 

Several points are significant in our discussion, as- 
suming that genetic factors affect the flavor of cocoa 
beans: 

1. Chromosomes and genes, as a rule, maintain 
their identity from one cell division to the next, 
and, by this means, a given form of life maintains 
its identity. 

2. Many genes interact in the production of any 
trait. 

3. Any trait, such as flavor, may be due to a single 
gene, a combination of genes or an interaction 
between genes. 

4. The influence of a given gene together with 
others is not restricted to a single trait. 

5. The genes for a given trait are scattered at ran- 
dom throughout all the chromosomes. 

Disregarding dominant and recessive characteristics, 
the summation of these biological and physiological 
processes reveals by what means and to what innum- 
erable extent we can expect hereditary traits, both 
good and bad, and that if flavor is a genetic function, 
the variations could be legion. It is also the basis for 
first the dilution and then the gradual disappearance 
of the Criollo variety of bean since the Forastero va- 
riety is the more prolific. 

From our previous discussion of the structure of 
the flower and the several means of fertilizing the egg 
cell, we can readily see how a single bean or a single 
pod or a single tree would not represent the flavor of 
a particular variety of beans. Therefore, in any flavor 
evaluation, this factor must be considered. It is thus 
the main objection to the use of seedlings and is only 
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resorted to when a sufficient number of cuttings can- 
not be provided. 

Another method which has been perfected in recent 
years and the one which is commonly used is that of 
the use of rooted cuttings from selected trees. Small 
terminal branches are removed from the tree, the 
leaves are reduced to three or four and a portion of 
each cut off to allow more space in the propagation 
rooms, where rooting of the branch is induced by high 
moisture and a rather high temperature. After several 
months of growth and conditioning, they are ready to 
be transferred from the nursery and planted in the 
forest. This method yields a true single parental type 
tree and is a means of propagating a particular variety 
of tree. However, the fruit or new cocoa beans, if 
planted as seedlings, would inherit new qualities from 
the male parent. However, long-term planting of se- 
lected cuttings is a slow process. To say nothing of 
the number of mother trees required to supply the 
cuttings, special facilities must be provided and a great 
deal of labor is also involved in their preparation and 
planting, especially when we consider that 5 million 
cuttings at five pounds a tree would provide just a little 
over 10,000 tons of cocoa beans. 

The third type of propagation which is being in- 
vestigated and studied very thoroughly is another type 
of vegetative propagation — the selection and develop- 
ment of clones, which in some cases are freaks, but 
of course not circus freaks. 

The development of clones is rather interesting. In 
this connection you might consider Stark’s delicious 
apples as an analogy. Occasionally, a gene may under- 
go a permanent change and result in a new type of 
plant; for example, a pea plant with white flowers 
instead of the normal red. This change is known as 
mutation. A new, strange or different shoot in a plant 
is called a “sport” and is the beginning of a new vari- 
ety. One of its feature characteristics might be larger 
beans, or a higher yielding variety, or a superior flavor, 
but the certainty of these qualities cannot be estab- 
lished until the second or third generation. These 
clones can be propagated either vegetatively, by tak- 
ing cuttings from the mother tree as previously men- 
tioned, or a direct line can be established by crossing 
successive generations with the original male parent. 
Propagation of a particular variety, should it show 
superior qualities, would be rather expensive, but of 
course we are speaking of the perpetuation of a ge- 
netically identical variety. 

Pound and Chesman established the following limi- 
tations in their selection of clones: A tree occuping 
a ground space of 12 feet by 12 feet must yield 7 
pounds of dried cocoa beans, each weighing 3.5 grams. 
No trees were selected which had pods so small that 
more than 12 were required to produce one pound of 
dried beans. In their collection, known as the I.C.S. 
Series, 100 trees were selected from an original 50,000. 

The deliberate rejection of trees which bear small 
beans may eventually prove to be a serious mistake 
for, according to Cope and Jolly, the small bean com- 
ponents of the Trinidad Cocoa population have their 
own peculiar flavor elements which are necessary for 
the genuine Trinidad flavor. On the other hand, there 
does exist the probability of obtaining premium flavor 
using the largest beans, but on the whole, clones 
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should be selected which will give the traditional fla- 
vor and be representative of a territory. Therefore, 
large numbers of genotypes will be needed. 

In a series of Trinidad clones, 36 samples consisting 
of a number of combinations and single clones did 
not possess a typical Trinidad flavor. Since only a few 
samples have only a slight similarity to the Trinidad 
flavor, it is apparent that Dr. Pound's collection of 
clones, 1.C.S Series, do not represent the entire Trini- 
dad population. These were selected largely because 
they produce large beans which leads some to believe 
that small beans are also an integral part of the Trini- 
dad flavor. It is quite evident that many more than the 
original 100 clones must be sought with less emphasis 
on bean size. 

Ten years ago, open-pollinated and hand-pollinated 
clones from Pound’s collection were sent to the Gold 
Coast and, after making a careful study of the tree 
yield records, disease resistance, and other qualities, 
the Upper Amazonian varieties in his group were con- 
sidered to have greater rigor than Amelonado grown 
in the Gold Coast. By 1954, over 16,000 “F-2” or the 
grandchildren of Pound's Trinidad collection had been 
sent to the Gold Coast. These have been sufficient 
to require a 600 acre nursery to produce fourth gen- 
eration seeds for distribution. The results of this pro- 
ject are yet unknown. 

Undoubtedly, we must accept the fact that fermen- 
tation also plays a major role in flavor development. 
Although methods of fermentation have been discussed 
and studied for many years, we must admit that. in 
most of the cocoa-producing areas very little advance- 
ment has been made and that in most of them to only 
a fair degree. Since the war, we have often wondered 
if any attention is being given to some lots. I feel 
confident that in the future, methods of fermentation 
will be improved and be developed on a more scientific 
basis. 

In this connection, I was extremely interested in 
the paper presented by Wadsworth, even though his 
remarks appear to have caused considerable contro- 


-versy among the other scientists. Briefly, it relates to 


the proper development of “precursors”, the term sug- 
gested by Dr. A. C. Thaysen at the 1949 Cocoa Con- 
ference, which he interpreted to mean, “Something 
in the bean which on roasting develops the desirable 
chocolate flavor.” According to him, the color of the 
bean is not necessarily linked with flavor, for even 
beans with the right color might have no chocolate 
flavor. Secondly, although enzymes are supposedly 
required to develop chocolate flavor, experimenters 
have not been able to produce this effect by the use 
of the natural enzymes in the bean. Thirdly, fermenta- 
tion can produce a good chocolate, but not all fermen- 
ted beans have a chocolate flavor. He therefore 
concludes that this suggests that the actual process 
of fermentation may only provide the appropriate con- 
ditions required. 

In attempting to discover what substance transforms 
into a chocolate precursor, the presence or absence 
of a precursor in the sample must first be known and 
cannot be taken for granted. Using incubators, he de- 
veloped in the laboratory a method approximating 
identical conditions obtained in a regular fermentation 
and produced a satisfactory chocolate flavor. After 
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proving to himself that chocolate flavor could be de- 
veloped quite satisfactorily, he conducted tests with 
both living and dead beans. He found that to guaran- 
tee the development of the precursor, the beans must 
be alive and remain alive for 3 to 3% days at a tem- 
perature of 95° F., after which the temperature should 
be increased to 122° F. for another 3 days. They are 
then dried. All of these operations are to be carried 
out in the presence of air. Working with individual 
beans, he prepared samples of chocolate for flavor 
evaluation and found that there was no correlation 
between the flavor and the position of the beans in 
the pod. Beans from three pods were tested and were 
found to possess a flavor within an accepted range, 
but in each of the three pods there were two or three 
beans which possessed quite unusual flavors. Usually 
these were of a strong floral character. His comments 
regarding these flavors were extremely interesting. 
Very bitter beans can be prepared by shortening the 
95° F. fermentation period. Also, ester flavors were 
produced in the bean without any assistance from the 
fermenting pulp. The flavor described so often in 
Trinidad Cocoa as “licorice-like” was also produced. 
Thus, he believes that this is the first time that choco- 
late precursors have been produced at will, and con- 
sistently, by a controlled process, but he recognizes 
that all biological materials vary and that one cannot 
expect identical flavors from open-pollinated pods 
even from the same tree. But it remains to be proven 
that he is justified that flavors, such as licorice-like, 
chocolate, floral, raisin, and caramel; and such qualities 
as bitterness and mildness can be produced by aseptic 
methods from the same material by simply varying the 
time-temperature treatment of the living bean. 

In writing to the research centers for information, 
I presented the following questions: 

1. What are the fundamental factors which affect 

the flavor of cocoa beans? 

. What effect does soil and climate have? 

. Would the same variety of beans have the same 
flavor wherever grown? 

4. Do horticultural factors influence the chemical 

composition of the bean? 

5. If all varieties of beans are becoming more alike 
in flavor, how can the characteristic flavor of 
each individual variety of bean be maintained? 

6. Is fermentation related in any way to the above 
questions or could it be used to control some of 
the changes in flavor? 

. Are flavor differences due to the botanical variety 
itself or to different methods and different de- 
grees of fermentation? 

8. Is it possible that new hybrid varieties may have 
flavors which are equal to, or better than, the 
older varieties? 

9. What can be said of the quality of flavor of the 
high yielding varieties which are currently being 
propagated? 

To these questions, Dr. Fennah states that, as far 
as we know, the flavor of cocoa beans is fundamentally 
governed by the amount of flavor precursors and the 
manner in which the beans are fermented and roasted. 
The actual occurrence of overall flavor change in the 
Trinidad and Grenada Cocoa is a matter of sharp dis- 
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agreement within the British trade and that the pre- 
sumption that such a change if any, is to be attributed 
to the influence of the clonal cocoa has at present all 
evidence against it. He supports the opinion that en- 
vironmental factors are an influence, but cites that 
there is no evidence that all varieties are becoming 
«nore alike in flavor. He recognizes that fermentation 
at its best develops maximum flavor and at its worst 
fails to produce flavor, but flavor differences are as- 
sociated with factors inherent in the botanical variety. 

It is his opinion that the trade wants maximum choc- 
olate flavor. This means that the maximum amount 
of precursor must be present initially, and as some 
clones seem to develop more flavor than others, it is 
possible that some selection can be made on the basis 
of the amount of the precursor. Testing techniques, 
like Wadsworth’s, may provide the answers to these 
questions soon. 

Dr. Forsyth, who is Director of the Colonial Micro- 
biological Research Institute feels the answers to most 
of my questions are unknown. He is of the opinion 
that the inherent flavor of the new clonal material 
propagated in Trinidad has not yielded the normal 
quality of flavor, but whether this is due to genetic 
factors or improper fermentation of small quantities 
of beans is still unknown. He personally believes that 
.he genetic makeup of the bean is the important fac- 
tor, but that soil, climate and curing methods play 
a part. However, the degree of importance of each of 
these factors is still unknown. A study of the Arriba 
bean might well provide the answers. 

Since all forms of life are influenced by both en- 
vironment and heredity, I do not believe that any of 
us dare to be so foolish as to assume that the biolog- 
ical aspects of the cocoa beans would not be subject to 
the Laws of Nature. By the same token, we have seen 
how we can apply the Natural Law as a means of bene- 
fitting mankind. To this end, many scientists are work- 
ing at the various tropical experimental stations 
developing disease resistant and high-yielding varie- 
ties, but in their quest of these qualities, they do not 
always give due regard to the supreme quality — 
flavor. Perhaps they did not have, until recently, the 
means to make proper flavor evaluations, but it may 
well be that we soon shall be able to determine 
whether the variation of flavor is due to different 
methods of preparing the samples or the inherent 
qualities of the individual trees. 

If we accept the history of the cocoa bean, then we 
have substantial reason to believe that its flavor is 
constantly and gradually changing, and while today 
we think that any further changes would be ruinous 
to our industry, I leave with you this thought — that 
the road ahead may lead us to new and better flavor 
characteristics!

Controlling Liquefaction

of cordial cherries takes place as 
follows: Immediately after the cherry is coated with 
cream, an unbalanced situation is created at the sur- 
face of the cherry. The very dilute syrup present inside 
the cherry is separated by the cherry skin from the 
highly concentrated syrup in the cream. Osmotic 
pressure comes into play and in an effort to balance the 
syrup concentration on both sides of the cherry skin, 
water rushes out of the cherry and into the cream. 
This naturally results in a shriveled cherry. Equilib- 
rium can be brought about by water rushing out of the 
cherry and into the cream or by sugar traveling from 
the cream into the cherry. Actually, both things hap- 
pen from the beginning, but the rate of water transfer 
is much faster. Eventually, part of the water lost by 
the cherry seeps back in bringing dissolved sugar with 
it. The net result of this is that the cherry now expands 
and resumes its normal shape. 

During this time, the invertase present in the cream 
portion acts on the sucrose to produce invert sugar. 
This action is very fast at the beginning, but by the 
time half of the sucrose is inverted, the reaction rate

has slowed down considerably, due to the following 
conditions that have developed during the initial stages 
of liquefaction: 
1. The concentration of reactants has been reduced 
due to inversion of sucrose that has already taken 
place. 
2. Production of invert has made sugars more solu- 
ble. More sugars in solution result in greater vis- 
cosity. This greater viscosity reduces mobility of 
reactants and slows reaction rate. 
3. Sucrose crystals have gradually settled to the bot- 
tom and only the surface of sucrose layer is in con- 
tact with unsaturated moisture and invertase, and all 
sucrose below the surface layer is inactive until the 
surface layer has been dissolved. 
4. Some moisture has been lost through the choco- 
late coating, and this results in still slower rate of 
inversion. 
The rate of liquefaction of Cordial Fruit Cream 
Centers can be influenced by the following factors: 
1. Concentration of invertase in formula. 
2. Concentration of sucrose in formula. 
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. Percentage of moisture in formula. 
. Percentage of moisture in cherry. 

. Permeability of cherry. 

. Permeability of chocolate. 

. Relative humidity of storage room. 
. Temperature of storage room. 

. pH of mixture. 

10. Ratio of cream to cherry. 

11. Size of sugar crystals. 

12. Agitation of sucrose crystals. 
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We chose to investigate the following factors: 

A. Effect of storage temperatures. 

B. Effect of pH. 

C. Effect of various ratios of cream to cherry. 

In all our tests, the following formula was used 
with suitable modifications for adjustment of pH in 
the B samples: 


Fondant 
100 pounds Granulated Sugar 
20 pounds Corn Syrup 
10 pounds Invert Syrup 
25 pounds Water 
Cook to 242° F.—Cool to 125° F.—beat into fondant. 


Bob Syrup 
65 pounds Sugar 
10 pounds Corn Syrup 
15 pounds Water 


Cook to 240° F. Add bob to 100 pounds fondant — 
mix well. At 165° F. add invertase (4 oz. to 100 Ibs. 
assembled batch) and mix well. Double cast, using 
13-1400 size cherries. Let set in starch 2 hours, cut 
to desired ratio of cream to cherry, and coat with 
chocolate. 


Effect of Storage Temperatures 


In studying the effect of storage temperature on 
liquefaction, we made a batch and divided it into three 
portions. One portion was stored at each of the follow- 
ing temperatures: 

1. 34° F. 
2. 40° F. 
3. 68° F. 

Periodically, we checked on the inversion rate by 
determining the percent reducing sugars in the total 
soluble solids. Due to the presence of corn syrup and 
errors inherent in the preparation of samples and meth- 
ods used to analyze samples, our values for reducing 
sugars are not exact, but they are close enough for 
comparative work such as this. A variation of 1% or 
less was considered to be within experimental limits 
of accuracy. The results are as follows: 

The point of maximum solubility for a partially in- 
verted syrup is when the ratio of invert to sucrose 
is 1:1. Dividing percent reducing sugars after complete 
inversion by 2.05 gives the percent of reducing sugars 
when half of the sugar is sucrose or the point of maxi- 
mum solubility. 

The time for these points of maximum solubility to 
be reached was determined by first making a graph 
in which percent reducing sugars is plotted against 
time and then determining from graph how long it 
took to reach point of maximum solubility. 
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The results are as follows:

After this point is reached, invertase can no longer 
help liquefaction and the best thing to do if we want 
to increase the rate of liquefaction is to turn the sam- 
ples upside down in order to agitate the sucrose crys- 
tals.

Note: All samples were kept at room temperature for first two 
days, and the percentage of reducing sugars after these first two 
days equaled 20.6%, 


As expected, inversion at lower temperatures pro- 
ceeds at a much slower rate that at higher tenipera- 
tures. Some reasons for this are as follows: 

1. Lower temperatures result in reduced kinetic 

energy in sucrose and invertase molecules, which 

results in reduced reaction rate. 

2. Lower temperatures reduce solubility of sugars, 

which makes less sucrose available in solution for 

reaction to take place. 

3. Lower temperatures make syrup phase more 

viscous which reduces mobility of sucrose and in- 

vertase and results in fewer contacts between su- 
crose and invertase molecules per unit time. 


Effect of pH 


In studying the effect of pH on inversion rate, we 
chose to buffer the samples at the pH that was most 
likely to be used. These are 4.5, 5.0, and 5.5 pH. 0.45% 
buffer (citric acid and N,OH) was added to the batch 
just prior to the addition of invertase. 

In pure sucrose solutions the action of invertase 
varies only very slightly in this pH range, but since 
invertase is a colloidal protein, it was felt that there 
was some chance that other materials (such as salts 
in chocolate) in final product might alter the pH — 
invertase activity curve. 

The results we obtained are as follows:

From our results, we can see that there is practically 
no change in the activity of invertase at these pH’s 
and we can conclude that the invertase in the final 
products reacts much the same as in pure sucrose 
solutions as far as pH is concerned.

: the growth of scientific work and con- 
trol within the industry we have seen the development 
of a highly efficient co-operative research organization. 
This was started immediately after World War I, un- 
der the rather clumsy title of the British Association 
of Research for the Chocolate Sugar Confectionery 
and Jam Trades. The Association was reconstituted 
in 1946 on a wider basis as the British Food Manu- 
facturing Industries Research Association, with mem- 
bership open to food manufacturers, processors and 
preservers of any class or description. The Association 
has today a membership of over 400 firms. It is gov- 
erned by a Council, the members of which are drawn 
from the different branches of the food industry in 
proportion to membership. Each section of the indus- 
try nominates a panel of technical representatives 
who meet annually to discuss the activities of the 
Association, and each panel elects a small research 
committee which meets periodically with the director 
and other members of the staff to discuss the work 
in more detail. The staff of the Association numbers 
60, about half of them being qualified chemists. 

The Association is financed by subscriptions from 
member firms, and the Government, through the De- 
partment of Scientific and Industrial Research, makes 
a grant equal to about one half of the total sub- 
scribed by the members. 

The history of the organization and development 
of the state-aided research associations is interesting, 
but is beyond the scope of this paper.

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warm. Air-conditioning was, of course, practically un- 
heard of. 

We recognized that boiled sweets were actually su- 
per-cooled liquids, and while the amount of ‘doctor’ 
present was sufficient to prevent sucrose crystallization 
during the boiling process, the formed and cooled 
sweets were obviously supersaturated with sucrose, 
and ‘graining’ was only prevented by the lack of 
crystal nuclei and the very high viscosity of the mate- 
rial. The absorption of a small amount of moisture on 
the surface of the sweets was sufficient to reduce the 
surface viscosity to such an extent that the linear 
crystallization velocity became sufficiently great for 
graining to take place. Once the process had begun, 
dilution took place layerwise and graining continued 
until the whole sweet was candied. 


It was clear to us that the vapor pressure of boiled 
sweets was a physical constant of the greatest impor- 
tance to our industry, and it formed an early subject 
for study. We developed a method for measuring this 
constant in which individual sweets were exposed to 
the air in a stoppered glass jar containing a sulphuric 
acid solution of known strength. A series of such jars 
were used giving a range of vapor pressures and they 
were maintained at a constant temperature in a ther- 
mostat. The sweets were supported in small wire 
cradles which could readily be removed from the 
jars and quickly transferred to stoppered weighing 
bottles. They were weighed at intervals. Some lost 
weight and some gained weight, and by plotting the 
loss and gain against vapor pressure it was possible to 
draw a curve, and the point where this intersected the 
axis obviously corresponded to the vapor pressure of 
the sweet. The vapor pressure of fresh boiled sweets 
is in the region of 7 mm. of mercury, while the vapor 
pressure of the atmosphere normally varies from 5-20 
mm. so that moisture absorption will nearly always 
occur on exposed sweets. A useful paper was pub- 
lished by D. W. Grover in 1947 on this subject. The 
work was carried out by him when he was employed 
at the laboratories of B.F.M.I.R.A. (J.S.C.I. 66, 1947, 
201-205. ) 

In the course of our work we found that over a 
wide range of concentrations 60-94% the solids of corn 
syrup have a relative vapor pressure about 7% higher 
than that of invert sugar solids. In the case of boiled 
sweets containing say 25% of corn syrup solids on the 
one hand and 25% invert sugar solids on the other, 
and boiled to the same moisture content, the differ- 
ence in vapor pressure is, of course, less. For example:

i. e. the corn syrup product has a relative v.p. 4-5% 
lower than that of the invert sugar product. This 
explains why boiled sweets containing invert sugar 
go sticky more readily than similar products contain- 
ing corn syrup. 

The above figures refer to room temperature (60°). 
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As the temperature rises the absolute vapor pressure 
of the sweet increases thus at 85°F. the v.p. is 10-11 
mm. and at 100° it is 15-16 mm. The rate at which 
sweets absorb moisture from the air is a function of 
the difference between the v.p. of the air and that 
of the sweet. In a factory without air conditioning 
with a room temperature of 68°F., on a bad day 
(85% R.H.) the v.p. of the air will be approx. 10 mm. 
above that of the sweets, on an average day (70% 
R.H.) 7.5 mm. above and on a good day (60% R.H.) 
5-6 mm. above. It follows from these figures that if 
the sweets are wrapped and packed while they are 
still at a temperature of 40°C. (104°F.) when their 
average vapor pressure is 15.5 mm. they will not ab- 
sorb moisture even on a bad day. In practice sweets 
can be wrapped and packed on a good or average 
day without going sticky if their surface temperature 
is not less than 35°C. (95°F.). While it is uneconomi- 
cal to condition the air of a boiled sweet factory to 
30% R.H. (Dew Point 3°C) it is, of course, quite 
feasible to produce a dew point of say 7-8°C, which 
would serve to convert a bad day into a very good 
day, and should give trouble-free wrapping and pack- 
ing. 

With the introduction of individual wrapping, the 
massing or flowing together of boiled sweets is no 
longer a problem. A considerable amount of research 
work was, however, devoted to this subject in the 
1920s. It was clear from the outset that the problem 
was a rheological one. The main facts that were es- 
tablished were (A) for a sweet of a given composition 
there is a sharp rise in viscosity as the moisture con- 
tent decreases from 3% to 1% and (B) for a given 
sucrose and moisture content, a sweet containing in- 
vert sugar is less viscous than one containing corn 
syrup. 


The height of boiling of boiled sweets can readily 
be controlled by the use of a thermometer, but this 
instrument is not reliable for toffee boiling. In con- 
sequence, we have to rely on a hand test of the 
material carried out by the toffee boiler. This is actu- 
ally a viscosity test carried out at a definite tempera- 
ture. The method consists in taking a sample of the 
toffee from the boiling pan by dipping in a brass rod. 
The rod and the adhering toffee are plunged into a 
testing bath containing cold water at a definite tem- 
perature, the toffee is removed by hand from the rod 
and is worked into a rough disc, which is then shaken 
in the water until it has attained the same tempera- 
ture. The boiler then bends the disc, and if it can 
be bent to a right angle just without cracking, the 
cooking is finished. Before the advent of the chemist, 
this test was carried out in a very rough and ready 
way, with no special care taken to ensure that the 
water in the testing bath was at the correct tempera- 
ture. This tended to increase as the day wore on and 
was adjusted or not at the whim of the boiler, so 
that the height of boiling of the toffee varied con- 
siderably. One of the earliest tasks the laboratory 
undertook was the standardization of this test, and 
though the work was simple, and hardly deserved to 
be called scientific, it was a job that was well worth 
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doing. At the same time a laboratory viscosity test 
was developed and perfected, and this is still used 
as a control on the performance of the individual 
boilers, and provides a basis for the payment of a 


bonus. 


The essential ingredients of toffee are sugar, corn 
syrup, condensed milk and fat. For the boiling of tof- 
fee one uses a steam jacketed pan fitted with counter 
stirrers, with variable speed, and fitted with a lid to 
prevent splashing. The most common form of stirrer 
and the most efficient consists of a bow which fits 
the pan contour fairly closely and revolves in the 
opposite direction to a set of blades attached to a 
central spindle. The bow keeps the boiling continuous- 
ly swept away from the heating surface, thus prevent- 
ing charring of the milk, and the blades emulsify 
the fat in the aqueous phase. 

Unlike sugar boiling which is a simple process of 
evaporation, toffee boiling involves cooking to impart 
flavor, and this introduces a time factor into the 
process. We have frequently been offered toffee pans 
of new and revolutionary design, but to maintain our 
quality we have found it necessary to stick to the 
basic design we have always used. 

Milk proteins are the emulsifying agent in toffee, 
fats form the disperse phase, and the sugar syrup the 
continuous phase. Care has to be taken to see that 
the proteins do not become coagulated in the early 
stages of boiling as this impairs their emulsifying prop- 
erties, and the texture and chewing properties of the 
toffee are seriously affected. Over the years we have 
carried out a considerable amount of work on the 
function of the milk solids in toffee, and the form in 
which they are used. It has been found, for example, 
that the viscosity of the condensed milk has an in- 
fluence on the viscosity of the toffee, and this is 
important both from the point of view of handling and 
its eating qualities. Before the last war most of the 
condensed milk used for manufacturing was imported 
into Great Britain from Holland, and while the sup- 
pliers were very cooperative it was not possible to 
exercise the control we should have liked to exercise. 
Today we are able to draw all our condensed milk 
from home sources, and we have established a liaison 
with our suppliers which enables us to get all the 
characters we require. It is interesting to note that 
during World War II we were frequently obliged to 
use spray dried separated milk powder, and _ this 
caused us considerable difficulty in the early stages. 
The toffee produced from this material when it was 
simply mixed with sugar and the requisite amount of 
water was very rough on the palate and lacked the 
full body which we expect in our product. We even- 
tually found it necessary to send the powder to our 
associated dairy and have it reconstituted and then 
condensed in the normal way. This enabled us to 
carry on and produce a toffee which, while it was 
not up to pre-war standards, was a very great im- 
provement on our original efforts. 


W. early realized that the nature and properties 
of the fat used in toffee had a marked effect on the 
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quality of the product, and I should like to enlarge 
a little on the work carried out in our laboratories 
in this connectidn. Perhaps the two most important 
of these physical properties are the melting range 
and the hardness of the fat. A good toffee fat should 
melt completely below body temperature, preferably 
over the range 29°C. to 34°C. Too high a proportion 
of low-melting glycerides makes toffee taste greasy, 
and on the other hand even a small proportion of 
glycerides melting at or above body temperature caus- 
es the toffee to leave a fatty or tallowy sensation in 
the mouth. 


The hardness of toffee fat is an equally important 
physical property, particularly from the point of view 
of the stability and keeping properties of the product. 
Although we know what we mean by hardness, or 
think we do, it is not an easy matter to define it 
scientifically. In investigating the hardness of fats we 
found it convenient to distinguish three fundamental 
types of hardness which we described respectively as 
chemical hardness, depending on interatomic and in- 
termolecular forces, plastic hardness exhibited by 
heterogeneous solids, and the viscous hardness of sub- 
stances which are apparently solids but are really 
liquids of very high viscosity. Examples of substances 
having chemical hardness are crystals of pure sub- 
stances, such as the diamond; plastic hardness is ex- 
hibited by heterogeneous substances consisting of a 
suspension of “hard” material in a “softer” one. Such 
a structure would collapse when subjected to a stress 
exceeding its yield value, but would support indefinite- 
ly a penetrating instrument at stresses less than the 
yield value. Viscous hardness is exemplified in mate- 
rials such as glass and boiled sweets. When such a 
viscous liquid is subjected to stress, distortion of its 
shape will always occur, but as the rate of flow is 
inversely proportional to the viscosity, the effect of a 
small stress on a highly viscous liquid only becomes 
perceptible after a very long time. 

The hardness of a substance need not necessarily 
be of one only of the above fundamental types, but 
may be a complex property depending upon more 
than one of them. Consideration of what happens 
when a liquid fat solidifies led us to the conclusion 
that the solid material will have both a plastic and a 
viscous character. For as the liquid cools down, crystals 
begin to separate and grow in greater and greater 
numbers until the mass loses its mobility and exhibits 
a yield value. When the system has reached this 
stage any further crystal nuclei which forms will 
grow extremely slowly or not at all, and when cooling 
is complete there will still be a small fraction of the 
glycerides which are liquid at room temperature. The 
solid fat will therefore consist of a suspension of 
macroscopic crystals in a colloidal suspension of un- 
developed nuclei. 

Our problem then was how to measure the hardness 
of such a system. If the hardness of the fat is due 
almost entirely to plasticity, as soon as the stress ex- 
ceeds the yield value a penetrating instrument will 
pass straight through the fat. If, on the other hand 
viscosity is the predominant factor, rate of penetration 
will be more or less proportional to the stress and

there will be no definite yield value. If both factors 
are equally concerned, some means of measuring the 
two effects separately would be required. In our early 
experiments we took the liquid fat and stirred it till 
it became semi-solid. It was then poured into a metal 
ring on a glass sheet and allowed to set up. In this 
way we obtained cakes of fat of standard diameter 
and thickness. The solidified cakes were put in a 
thermostat bath at 15.5°C for 24 hours before testing. 
On applying a plunger to the surface of the cake of 
fat it was found that as the load on the plunger in- 
creased, partial penetration occurred but the plunger 
came to rest and the fat appeared to be stable. A 
further increase in the load brought about an increase 
in the depth of penetration, but again the plunger 
came to rest. It was clear that both viscosity and 
plasticity were involved, and it was obvious that it 
would be necessary to make a series of determina- 
tions requiring a large amount of fat, taking a long 
time to carry out, and producing a complicated curve 
as their result. This more fundamental aspect of the 
problem was put aside in favor of attempting to 
achieve a test which would give results of practical 
value in a reasonable time. 

We accordingly decided to increase the load until 
the plunger penetrated straight through the standard 
cake of fat in order to find if the minimum load for a 
given plunger was characteristic of the fat. We recog- 
nized that this was not a true determination of hard- 
ness, but we thought it might give useful results from 
the technical and analytical points of view, particu- 
larly if the stress which produced little or no effect 
on the fat were only a small fraction of the stress 
required to drive the plunger through the fat. 

This expectation was realized and a method was 
adopted which has given very useful results over the 
years. This is as follows: The fat is cast into cylindrical 
cakes 5 cm. in diameter and 2 cm. deep as I have 
already described. After 24 hours in a thermostat at 
15.5°C. it is tested in a simple apparatus consisting 
of a steel rod carrying a platform for weights at its 
upper end and having a boss carrying a set screw for 
holding a steel plunger at the lower end. The rod 
passes freely through two holes in a guide piece, 
which is a steel bar bent at right angles at each 
end, having a rod at right angles at the center by 
which it can be held in a retort stand. A strong spring 
is inserted between the platform and the top of the 


‘ guiding piece to lessen the shock when sudden pene- 


tration of the fat occurs. Three sizes of plunger are 
used with diameters of 1, 2, 0.8 and 0.55 cm. re- 
spectively, so that the areas are approximately one, 
a half and a quarter of a sq. cm. 

The test is made by standing the plunger, which 
must be at the same temperature as the fat on the 
surface of the cake, and placing weights gently but 
quickly on the platform till penetration occurs. The 
fat is supported on a wooden block through the center 
of which a hole has been drilled to take the plunger 
after penetration. A number of cakes of each sample 
are required since one or two preliminary tests have 
to be made to obtain the approximate load for pene- 
tration, and the final test is made by placing a weight 
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one KG. short of the required load on the platform 
and then quickly increasing the weight till penetra- 
tion occurs. 

More than one size of plunger is required because 
of the wide variations in the hardness of different fats. 
Results obtained when using the large plunger can 
be expressed in terms of the small plunger by refer- 
ence to the graph which gives the relationship of the 
three plungers. By this means the test on hard fats 
can be compared with those obtained on soft fats. The 
test is by no means perfect, but there are such great 
differences in the hardness figures for various fats, 
much higher than the difference in melting points, that 
it can be used for identification purposes, for detecting 
adulteration, and as a guide for selecting confectionery 
fats for various purposes. 

Table I illustrates the unreliability of melting point 
as a guide to fat hardness. 

Table II illustrates the effect of hydrogenation on 
the hardness of PKO. The hardness as would be ex- 
pected increases as the iodine number falls. Even 
when the iodine value is as low as 2 the fat is not 
as hard as cocoa butter so that it is not merely the 
high proportion of solid glycerides which produces 
hardness in a fat.

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Table III shows the effect of stirring during setting 
on the hardness of cocoa butter. It suggests that 
stirring facilitates the formation of the stable B form 
of cocoa butter, which would be expected to give a 
greater hardness than the less stable B' form which 
would presumably lead to a solid fat containing a 
greater proportion of still liquid glycerides. This is, 
of course, borne out by the poor snap of badly tem- 
pered chocolate as compared with one which has been 
correctly tempered. 


Any discussion of scientific developments in the 
confectionery industry would be incomplete without 
a reference to the growing use of statistical methods 
in quality control, in the assessment of the results of 
organoleptic tests, in the design of plant experiments, 
and in many other ways. 

The proper sampling of raw materials is a problem 
which can only be solved satisfactorily by recourse to 
statistics. How many bags in a consignment must be 
sampled, and how shall they be chosen, systematically 
or at random? And having drawn a satisfactory sample, 
how many tests are required to give the desired de- 
gree of accuracy? These are questions which involve 
the statistical investigation of the nature and extent 
of the variations which exist in the material in ques- 
tion. It is often thought that a ten per cent sample is 
satisfactory, and while that may be true for some 
materials, for example white sugar, it is not true for 
very variable materials like cocoa beans. 

Many laboratories make hundreds of routine tests 
per week, and all too often they are recorded and 
forgotten except when something obviously abnormal 
is found. But if the records are regularly subjected 
to a statistical examination, much useful information 
can be obtained which will be of value in the investi- 
gation of things like quality variation. It is particularly 
useful to institute quality control charts in the factory 
wherever possible, and it is surprising how soon fore- 
men come to rely on them. 

The scientist in the confectionery industry spends 
a great deal of time in carrying out experiments to 
find the effects of variations in one process factor or 
another. It is a simple matter in the laboratory to 
keep all the factors under control and to vary them 
one at a time. When he comes to transfer his results 
to the factory, where he will find himself faced with 
inherently variable materials and variable process fac- 
tors like steam pressure, beater speeds, the human 
element and so on, he will be forced to have recourse 
to statistical principles in the design of his experi- 
ments. It is also often necessary to make production 
scale experiments to determine the causes of defects in 
processes, and here again statistical technique helps 
with the design of the experiment and ensures maxi- 
mum economy of time and materials in carrying out 
the test. 

The above outline is necessarily brief, but I think 
you will agree that sufficient has been said to indicate 
the value of statistical methods to our industry. I 
cannot leave this subject without a word of warning. 
A lot of time can be wasted and costly mistakes made 
by the attempts of the inexperienced to apply these 
methods. It is well to emphasize what statistics can 
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and cannot do. It can extract the last ounce of infor- 
mation from masses of otherwise intractable data, but 
it cannot reveal anything which is not implicit therein. 
It is the mishandling of such methods which has given 
rise to the saying “lies, damned lies, and statistics.” 

Correlation, for example, must not be assumed to 
imply causation except on the basis of sound scientific 
evidence. A well known statistician once referred to 
the fact that the proportion of marriages in Britain 
contracted outside the church of England has for many 
years been increasing, while the average age at death 
has also been increasing, and there is a positive 
correlation; but no one supposes that there is a casual 
relationship and that marriage in a registry office 
would increase one’s chances of becoming cente- 
narian. 


W rat of the future? Today the research director 
of a confectionery firm is faced with two great prob- 
lems, both of which may, if they are not solved, divest 
him of his true function, which is research. The first 
is the tendency for the laboratory to become a service 
department, so many are the calls for advice and prac- 
tical help made upon its time by all sections of the 
factory management. The second is the serious short- 
age of chemists and technologists, but as far as our 
industry is concerned we have to face very serious 
competition in this connection, and I believe there is 
a tendency among young graduates to regard us as 
not quite respectable.

Effect of Various Ratios of Cream to Cherry 
In studying the effect of various ratios of cream 
to cherry we chose the following rations: 4:1, 5:1 and 
6:1. The principal effect of increasing the ratio of 
cream to cherry is to reduce the percentage of moisture 
in the cherry cream combination. This is due to the 
fact that there is only about 13 to 14% moisture in 
the cream while the moisture in these particular cher- 
ries was as high as 68%. Increasing the ratio reduces 
the percentage moisture which in turn reduces the 
activity of invertase and reduces amount of sugar 
that can easily dissolve. This combination of factors 
greatly extends the time needed for liquefaction. 
The rate of reaction determined experimentally is 
as follows:

Easy Method for Calculating Dilution or Concentration by the Pearson Square 







Problem: 

You have 36% acetic acid on hand but formulas 
all for 28% acid. How much distilled water should 
be added to two pounds of the acid on hand to 


reduce it to 28%? 


Solution: (Fig. 1) 
Draw a rectangle and diagonals and insert figures 
as indicated. A and B are the percentages of acetic 
acid in the water and the acid on hand. C is the 
percentage of acid desired. B minus C equals D. 
C. minus A equals E. Then for every 28 parts 
of the 36% acid, 8 parts of distilled water must be 
added. Two pounds or 32 ounces divided by 28 
multiplied by 8 equals 9-1/7 ozs. Hence, add 9 oz. 
water to 2 Ibs. of the 36% acid to get 41 ozs. 
of 28% acid. 

Problem: 
You have 1000 Ibs. of a light sugar syrup which 
tests 40% sugar (Refractometer or Brix). How 
much dry sugar must be added to this syrup to 
bring the sugar content up to 68%? 

Solution: (Fig. 2) 
Draw a rectangle and diagonals and insert figures 





as indicated. A and B are the percentages of sugar 
in the syrup and dry sugar. C is the percentage of 
sugar desired in the finished syrup. B minus C 
equals D and C minus A equals E. Then for 
every 32 parts of the 40% syrup, 28 parts of dry 
sugar must be added, or 1000 divided by 32 mul- 
tiplied by 28 or 875 lbs. of dry sugar. The total 
amount of 68% syrup will be 1875 lbs. 

Problem: 
You have 16 ozs. of 60% alcohol and wish to pre- 
pare an 80% solution. How much 95% alcohol will 
be required? 

Solution: (Fig. 3) 
Draw a rectangle and diagonals and insert figures 
as indicated. A and B are percentages of alcohol. 
C is the percentage of alcohol desired in the fin- 
ished product. B minus C equals D. C minus A 
equals E. Then for every 15 parts of the 60% al- 
cohol, 20 parts of 95% alcohol must be added. Six- 
teen divided by 15 multiplied by 20 equals 21-1/3 
ozs. of the 95% alcohol to be added. The total 
amount of 80% alcohol will be 37-1/3 ozs.

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This paper, read at the A.A.C.T. Annual Meeting, covered 
briefly the various reasons why dairy products are used in candy- 
making. The great bulk of the paper, however, dealt with the 
chemical caramelization reaction, or what is also called the 
browning reaction. The discussion of this subject covered some 
ground that is not at all famliar to most candy manufacturers who 
use dairy products. Implicit in this article are some statements and 
explanations that should radically alter the common conception 
of caramel, and which should prompt some research work on this 


subject. 


Chemical caramelization

M ilk products have been used in candy for gener- 


ations, but few people have ever understood what 
really happens when dairy products are cooked in 
candies. Here is a real interesting story that reads 
like fiction. It's highly technical, but downright prac- 
tical. We hope that this discussion on what happens 
when milk solids are heated with sugar will give you 
some idea of the basic nature of this very important 
chemical reaction in candies and most of our man- 
ufactured foods. 

For many years we have thought that such prod- 
ucts as caramel, butterscotch, molasses, etc. are the 
result of so-called caramelization of sugar due to heat, 
acids, etc., but actually such reactions are minor fac- 
tors only. 

Developments in the field of food chemistry have 


_made necessary some revision in the explanation of 


the effect of heat on food products. It has been 
shown that there is a direct chemical reaction be- 
tween the sugar and protein derivatives in food prod- 
ucts during heat treatment. This discovery has added 
impetus to the study of discoloration of sugar syrups, 
molasses or candies, as heat coagulation of evaporated 
milk, discoloration of honey, canned corn, casein, milk 
powder and sweetened condensed milk, milk stone 
formation, viscosity and physical thickening, and 
cooked or caramel flavors. 


The Nature of the Reaction 


Sugars react with proteins by uniting with the free 
amino groups. This has been called sugar-amino acid 
condensation. The reaction may be concerned with 
the proteins directly, or with their decomposition 
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products, the amino acids. Only sugars containing a 
free aldehyde or ketone radical will react with the 
amino group. These protein-sugar compounds are very 
highly colored and quite aromatic—some are very 
desirable—others are objectionable. The speed of the 
reaction will depend on time, ash, acidity, kind of 
sugar present, and the heat treatment. 

The tendency to react increases as the pH is in- 
creased. High acidities will reduce the reaction, but 
they will not prevent it. 

The type of sugar present will determine the rate 
of reaction, since it depends on the availability of 
a free aldehyde or ketone radical in the sugar. Corn 
sugar, fruit sugar, and milk sugar react very rapidly, 
but cane sugar apparently will produce no change 
until it is partly inverted. This explains why products 
containing invert or corn sugars darken so much fast- 
er than a similar product containing cane sugar. 

Heat has a remarkable influence on the rate at 
which sugars condense with amino acids. At 100 de- 
grees F. it will take over 2,000 hours to develop a 
brown color that may be formed in 1 hour at 200 
degrees. 

Protein-sugar reactions manifest themselves in three 
ways: (1) brown discoloration, (2) changes in physi- 
cal stability, and (3) change in flavor and odor. 


Discoloration of Dairy Products 

Studies on the use of corn sugar in sweetened con- 
densed milk have definitely proven that true caramel- 
ization plays no role in the discoloration of dairy 
products. Previous to this study the darkening of dairy 
products has been universally attributed to caramel- 
ization of the sugar. However, it is a simple matter 
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to show that true caramelization could play no such 
part. Take a fresh sample of the product in question, 
add a small amount of formaldehyde and subject to 
heat treatment. The formaldehyde will almost entirely 
prevent the discoloration by tying up the free amino 
groups. This is not surprising, since formaldehyde is 
well known for its affinity for amino acids. 


Browning in Sweetened Condensed Milk 


The high sugar concentration of sweetened con- 
densed milk makes it highly susceptible to discolor- 
ation during storage and processing. The lactose is 
usually present to the extent of 15 percent in such 
a product, and it may be responsible for much of the 
darkening. Cane sugar will not develop any brown 
color until it is inverted by heat or bacteria. Sweet- 
ened condensed milk preserved by corn sugar darkens 
very rapidly. This is due to the highly reactive nature 
of dextrose. 

The discoloration occurring during the sterilization 
of evaporated milk is also due to protein-sugar reac- 
tions. If this product is sterilized in the presence of 
formaldehyde there will be no discoloration or thick- 
ening. Unfortunately this reagent is highly poisonous. 
No non-poisonous chemical has been found that will 
react in the same way. 

Various other food products are also subject to simi- 
lar changes in color. Some of the more common ones 
are candies, syrups, liquid sugar, malted milk, pow- 
dered milk, honey and corn syrup. 

The brown discoloration of honey which frequently 
occurs during pasteurization and storage makes it less 
attractive and decreases its market value. The delicate 
honey flavor of such darkened products is largely 
masked by the “caramel” flavor. This defect has been 
attributed to caramelization of the sugars found in 
honey. It has been said that the levulose in honey is 
especially susceptible to caramelization. However, this 
study on the discoloration of food products has shown 
that caramelization plays no role in the discoloration 
of honey. 

This study has shown’ that the discoloration and 
development of “caramel” flavor in honey is due to a 
reaction between sugars and proteins, the aldehyde or 
ketone radical of the sugars condensing with the amino 
acids liberated during heating. During this reaction 
there are formed substances which resemble caramel 
in color and in flavor. 

The rate of discoloration during processing and 
storage will depend upon: (1) the kind and amount 
of sugars present, (2) the protein content, (3) ash, 
and (4) the methods of processing and storage. 


The Sugar Content of Honey 


Sugars vary widely in their ability to form brown 
colors with proteins. Cane or beet sugar show very 
little tendency towards discoloration in the presence 
of proteins. Dextrose or levulose, however, form dark 
brown colors when heated in the presence of protein 
material. In some instances levulose is much more 
active than dextrose in this respect. 

The principal sugars in honey are dextrose and 
levulose, both of which are very apt to form brown 
colors when heated with proteins. According to 
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Browne, most honeys contain about 40 percent levu- 
lose and 34 percent dextrose. However, some honey 
(Tupelo) contains almost twice as much levulose as 
dextrose. Such honey would be expected to discolor 
more rapidly than normal honey, since levulose is 
more active in this respect. However, during this 
study a sample of Tupelo honey was found to be 
less susceptible to discoloration than some other nor- 
mal honeys. This leads one to believe that some other 
constituent of the honey is the limiting factor in color 
formation. 


The Protein Content of Honey 


Although honey contains very little protein mate- 
rial, experimental evidence has shown that proteins 
are the limiting factors in the discoloration of honey. 
Neufeld has demonstrated that the protein content 
may vary from .03 percent to 2.67 percent. 

The “protein” in honey may exist as very fine 
particles such as pollen or in true solution in the form 
of its decomposition products, the amino acids. A 
study of ten samples of commercial honeys from vari- 
ous sources has indicated that the free amino acids 
are responsible for most of the color formed with the 
sugar. The colloidal or finely divided protein material 
was removed by ultra filtration and found to be of 
little importance as far as discoloration was concerned. 
In these samples the free amino nitrogen was respon- 
sible for most of the brown discoloration. Unfortunate- 
ly little is known of the amino acid content of honey 
from various sources. 

It was interesting to note that the removal of the 
colloidal material by filtration removed a considerable 
amount of the aroma and flavor of the honey. Appar- 
ently some of the colloids carry a portion of the 
aromatic constituents of the honey. 


Processing and Storage 


Unfortunately the honey producer has little control 
over the discoloration of honey except by controlling 
the processing and storage. The discoloration occur- 
ring during storage is no different than that formed 
during processing, except in degree. 

Honey may be pasteurized at 140 degrees F. for 
30 minutes without any sacrifice in color or flavor. 
The discoloration occurring during storage may be 
prevented by keeping the honey in a cold room. 
Honey kept at 50 degrees F. for about three months 
showed no noticeable change in color or flavor. 


Effect of Sugars on the 
Physical Stability of Proteins 


One of the outstanding defects encountered in con- 








densed milk products has been the increase in vis- | 


cosity and the coagulation occurring during storage 
and processing. The changes are due to the effect of 
the sugar on the stability of the proteins, especially 
casein. The exact nature of this reaction has not been 
determined, but the evidence available indicates a 
direct reaction between the protein and the sugar. 
It has been shown that when proteins are heated in 
the presence of dextrose they lose most of their Biuret 
reaction, a fact which suggests an amino acid reaction 
with the sugar. Additional evidence has also been 
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secured to indicate that sugars react with proteins 
directly. Various sugars were heated with skim milk 
as well as freshly precipitated casein. This heating 
process was accompanied by the formation of a dark 
brown color when dextrose, lactose, or levulose were 
used. The color was absorbed by the protein material. 
The color is probably an amino acid-sugar condensa- 
tion product, the ketone or aldehyde radical being 
attached to the amino acid. The casein apparently 
reacts with the sugar, for it loses most of its Biuret 
reaction. Prolonged heating of skim milk containing 
corn sugar resulted in a change in the physical nature 
of the casein. At times it was difficult or even im- 
possible to precipitate the proteins with acids or 
rennet. 

The fact that casein loses most of its Biuret reaction 
during heat treatment with dextrose indicates that at 
least part of the action of the dextrose is directly 
concerned with the protein. It seems probable that 
the aldehyde radical of the dextrose attaches itself 
to some of the amino groups in the casein molecule. 
This view is further substantiated by the fact that such 
casein gives a strong reducing test with Benedict's 
solution. During this experiment several samples of 
casein were made from different lots of skim milk to 
some of which dextrose had been added. At tempera- 
tures as low as 40 degrees F. the casein absorbed 
or in some way attached itself to the dextrose mole- 
cule, as shown by the abnormal or gray appearance 
of the casein. This casein was very brown after drying 
at 145 degrees F., while normal casein was only slight- 
ly discolored. 

When skim milk and dextrose were heated together 
their affinity for each other increased. As the heating 
temperature was raised the sugar became so firmly 
attached to the casein that no amount of washing 
would remove it. In other words, the Benedict test 
became stronger as the heating temperature was in- 
creased. Some investigators have suggested that per- 
haps the sugars react with the minerals in such a way 
as to affect the stability of the proteins. 

The action of formaldehyde on the stability of pro- 
teins is very interesting. By saturating the amino acids 
with formaldehyde, all changes occurring during heat- 
ing may be prevented. For instance, an evaporated 
milk which is very unstable can be made to withstand 
extreme sterilization temperatures with no changes 


‘ in physical nature if a little formalin is added prior 


to processing. Dextrose will act in somewhat the same 
manner, but not to the same degree. This is not 
surprising, because dextrose is also an aldehyde. 


The Effect of This Reaction on Flavor 


The flavor of many food products depends upon 
the kind and amount of sugar-amino acid condensa- 
tion products present. The similarity of this defect to 
caramelization in color and in flavor no doubt explains 
why brown discoloration has always been explained 
on a basis of caramelization. Many candies and other 
foods are subject to brown discoloration and flavors 
suggestive of caramel. When properly controlled, these 
flavors can be very desirable and are the basis of 
many of our fine foods. On the other hand, strong, 
bitter flavors and objectionable colors may develop.
